CROWDS GATHERED 


Despite solemn warnings from the t 
military that the rioting in Quebec 
would be put down with a stern hand; 
and urgent appeals for people not. to 
repeat the disorder of the past. thie 
days; crowds gathered in several parts 
of the downtown section of Quebec 
last night, and had to be broken up 
by the Toronta infantry and Dra. 
goons, 

A number of soldiers were injured 
in the fighting, and a batch of sus- 
pected rioters were placed under ar- 
Test. ; 

After being absent from sight all 
day, at nightfall the soldiers were or- 
dered from barracks and stationed in 
different parts of the city. The up- 
per town was cut off from St. Roche, 
where the disorderly element reside, 
by) a line of. troops. Four, hundred 
men of the 2nd Central Ontario Rifles, 
under Major Mitchell, were stationed 
at Jacques Cartier square. The squad- 
ron of Royal Dragoons, under. Lieut. 
Arnoldi, were also held in feadiness 
in the neighborhood. ° 


RIOTING BEGINS 


The rioting began soon after the 
soldiers were posted. Bricks” were 
thrown from housctops, while revol- 
ver shots were fired from alleyways. 
The soldiers, immediatgy hostilities 
began, waded intu the crowd and ar- 
rested seven men. ‘ 

Several men took shots at the mili- 
tary and escaped into the mob. One 
soldier had a miraculous escape, He 
accosted a rioter'who'dodged in front 
of him, pulling the trigger of a re- 
volver fire times. It did not explode. 
The cavalry repeatedly charged the 
mob to keep them moving, with drawn 
strords, but the moment the troopers’ 
backs were turned, the crowd return- 


ed. About a hundred. yards away, 
near the C.P.R, station, the soldier 
weré greeted by a mob with a fusillade 
of revolrer shots, bricks and ice. Se 
veral soldiers fell in this attack slight- 
ly “injured. 

After patiently. bearing the bombard 
ment of the crowd the soldiers reccived 
orders to fire in return, A number 
of shots were sent over the heads of 
the mob near the Jacques Cartier 
square. é 

As the casualties began to occur, a 
Red Cross emergency dressing station 
*as opened in the Merger Building, 
opposite Jacques Cartier square, with 
Major Tasse and Major St. Amand, 
both of Quebec, in charge. Here the 
men had wounds treated septically and 
were conveyed by an ambulance to the 
military hospital on St. Louis street. 


MACHINE GUNS USED 


As the evening advanced a dense fog 
settled down. The rioters, who had 
been brokn up by the infantry and 
cavalry, gathered in doorways ~and 
fired at random déwn the street, 
soldiers answered the shots whenever 
they were sure where they had come 
from, This method of itealing with the 
snipers failed to stop the shooting, so 
machine guns were fired in the dirce- 
tion of the revolver shots, 

The soldiers bore their ordeal with 
reat calmness and fortitude. One 
man, Leroy Johnston, of Toronto, shot 
in the jaw, after having ~ his wound 
dressed, asked for leave to go on dut¥ 
again. The doctor sent him off to the 
hospital. 

The rioters at 10,30’ o'clock caused 
considerable inconvenience to the fire 
brigade by ringing in false alarms, At 
first detachments of soldiers were sent 
to scenes of the supposed fires, but the 
officers in charge soon found ‘out the 
trick and after that ignored the 
alarms.

LONDON, April 4.—Charlie Mit- 
chell, “former English middleweight 
champion, is dead at Brighton, 





Mitchell's most famous fight was 
with John L, Sullivan at Chantilly, 
France,* March 10, 1888. He held the 
famous American heavyweight to a 
draw in 39 rounds. Five years later 
Mitchell was knocked out by James J. 
Corbett in three rounds. 

Mitchell also fought Sullivan_in the 
original Madison Square Garden, in 
New York, in 1883. . In September, 
1916, Mitchell visited New York again 
and hardly knew the old place, he saw 
so may changes. He described him- 
self as “Charles Mitchell, of Mitchell 
House, Hove, Susex, England,” and 
landlord over an estate of 7,000 acres 
in the South Downs.

Sayed I Big Guns 


Brilliant Work Dosa By Bodies 
of the Demlaion Troops Is 
‘france ~

OTTAWA, April 4.—In tho House of 
Conimons Sir, Robert Bortien | read 
threecablea from war correapondents’ 
headquarters in France which detaled 
briefly the brilliant work of several 
Canadian unite in stopping the great

The first despatch told of the 
work of the Canadian rallway troops, 
and stated that a majority of the bat- 
tallons were in the battle area and 
close to the British line, One railway 
battalion, the cable sald, rescued three 
heavy howltsers and loaded the bly 
guna on trucks while the British In- 
fantry waa holding back the Germans

after getting all its equipment anc 
rolling stock away, orgenized ambu- 
lance trains on what tracks wero left 
and carried out wdifnded.

The cable states that In no place 
where Canadian railway troops had to 
retire were lines and bridges left in- 
tact. All the first day from Arras to 
Ham, the battalion was runinng back | 
rolling stock and blowing up the line. 
In many places they were. working 
with American engineers. 

Another cable stated that Canadian 
officers who are acting as town majors 
in places like Ypres, Roya! Court and 
Bus, had exciting experiences before 
they retired. Their duty was to seo 
that all stores which could not be re 
moved were destroyed and they spent 
their last evening in their respective 
centres blowing up what iittle ammu- 
altion was left and burning up and 
obliterating canteens which might 
yield supplies ‘to the Germans. They 
came out with the last of the British 
troops and gave a graphic story of 
how complete was the destruction of 
roads, bridges and railways) which 
might have been of use to the enemy. 

The third cable, dealing with the 
work of the Canadian Medical Service, 
described the situation at one of tho 
Jargest Canadian hospitals behind the 
nes. The cable said that the whole 
front between Arras and Peronne con- 
tributed to fill wards.

“by Using Atchafalaya to Carcy 
Gilt-Bearing raters 





The leree system on the “Misxisstp pp) 
river from Calro to the Gulf of Mexice 
was Intended to protect the cnititated 
lands adjacent to the river. Thi¥ sys 
tent has resulted fn building up thie bed | 
of the river from year. to year by rea- 
son of the fact that all of the fribu 
tury. streams running Into the Iilisis- 
tippt river have greater velocity, And 
covsequently sediment brought inte tie” 
tain river, whose current [s slower, fs 
deposited In the river between Calro 
and the Gulf, This is the main 
cause of the flood Line going higher 
each year with # given rainfall. 

Now, the most practical and cheapest 
remedy for this Is to make a shorter 
outlet to the sea for this vast volume 
of silt-bearing water, and this outict 
is vin the Atchafalaya river, the 
source of which Is near the mouth of” 
the Red river, where it empties tnio 
the Mississippl, writes M. F. Jeffersto’ 
In Popular Mechanics Magazine. ‘The 
Atchafalaya river runs straight tu th? 
tidewater of the Gulf, a distance of 
about 100 miles, whereas, vin the Mis 
sissipp! river the distance from’ the 
mouth of the Red river to the Gulf is’ 
200 miles. The fall of the Mississippl’ 
river from the mouth of the Red river 
to the Gulf is about one-tenth of a 
foot per mile; of the Atchafalaya 
nbout three-tenths of a foot to the 
alle, 

‘The Increase ‘In velocity from the 
moutb of the Red river to the Gulf via, 
the Atchafalayn would probably Jower 
the grade Iine of high water to two- 
tenths of a foot per mile, which would 
reduce the high-water line for that 
Point (mouth of Red river), 20 feet or 
more. This reduction In high-water 
mark would probably extend: as far 
north as Memphis, or even Cairo; thus 
It can be seen that the levee as now 
built from Memphis to the Gulf would 
he of ample helgsht’ and strength to 
give safety to the adjacent country for 
probably 100 yenrs or more.

During the bolling 
the scum which constantly rises 
should be removed. 

To preserve tho Syrup for future usc 
It should be bottled while still hot ia 
sclf-sealors and the covers at once 
tightly screwed down.

BURNING UP CANADA. 





Terrible Loascs Caused In Recent 
Years by Forest Fires, 

At one time it was the proud boast 
of Canadians that In the forests of 
the country waa a supply of com- 
mercial timber practically unlimited 
in extent. We are now awakening to 
the fact that we were largely living 
fn a fool's paradine. The investiga- 
etions «hich. hava ‘been carried on 
during the last few years have de- 
monstrated the fact that while one 
forest resources (are «atill enormous 
tbey are hy no meats unlimited, In 
fact, so far an timher for lumber- 
producing purposes in concerned, we 
are told that we are gradually ap- 
Proaching the danger zone. 

The root of the trouble Is not that 
the liberality of nature was under- 
estioated. It Is simple waste, Much 
of this waste Is.ascribed to ignorance 
of practical methods in’ lumbering 
operations. But waste from this cause 
Is nothing: compared with that 
through fires, Year after year mil- 
lione of dollars’ worth of commercial 
limber has been destroyed In thir 
way. [n 1935 alone ten million dol- 
lars’ worth is cetimated to have heen 
wiped out by fire, An expert who 
has mede a Personal, inspection of 
the forest resources of Northern Can 
ada In authority for the statement 
that In that “part (of the country 
16,009,000,000 feet, hoard measure, 
of apruce and pine has been destroy- 
ed during the last thirty-year period. 
Through fire waste alone more-tim: 
ber had been destroyed in the Dom 
{nion than had been felled by the 
woodsman's axe for ordinary com- 
merejal purposes. This ix nothing 
short, of appalling when we take int 
account the fact that the > primary 
forest products of the country have a 
value of approximately $175.000,000 
anaually, and the output is being 
imperiled through acwaste that ts 
largely preventable, 

No Jeex an authority than Senator 
Edwards, the well-known lumber- 
man, has more than once declared 
within the past year that “it will be 
only a few years when lumbering will 
he no reduced that, except west of the 
Rocky Mountains, it will be a very 
small industry Indeed in Canada.” 

White pine, which was long the 
leading commercial tree of Canadian 
forests, is supplying less lumber than 
it did five years ago by. over forty 
per cent., while Its proportion to the 
total cut of all kinds is only about 
one-fifth. Oak, which was at one 
Ume one of our “standbys,” In stead- 
ily diminishing fn supply. A year 
ago the cut was about sixty per cent. 
smaller than it was five years pre- 
viously, and furniture manufacturers 
are now dependent upon the United 
States for thelr ‘necessary supply 
White oak, the most valuable of the 
species, In disappearing oven more 
rapidly than the other descriptions. 
' Now, afler some of our” best 
“horses" have been stolen, we any 
attempting to lock the stable doot. 
Federal and Provincial Governments 
are taking an increasingly active in- 
terest in both, fire prevention and 
afforestation, but,’ strange to say, 
Ontario has been the slowest of all 
the provinces to fall into line: Ag 
over 97 per cont. of the woodlands 
In Canada are estimated to be Gov- 
ernment owned, the situation is 
Jargely under their control, 

Rut the unfortunate part about the 
forest situation Is that we cannot 
reproduce trees with the facility that 
we can grain, as, according {o Prof. 
Fernow, It takes 60 to 120 years for 
a forest crop to mature. As some 
sixty per cent. of (he‘land area of 
the Dominion Is held ta be more suit- 
able for tree production than agri- 
culture, there Is ample roont for for- 
eat cultivation. While the present 
generation of Canadians will not be 
the beneficiaries, that twice or thrice 
removed will be. At any rate, be-

"dented clothing and adcquate sheltcrs; ‘have offen been shot, and that 


deaths from starvation and overwork have been constant. 


‘French prisoners have been subjected to the samc treatment. Some

months alter their capture. Last November there was in the Limburg 
station between 18,000 and 20,000 undelivered parcels for British prison-

The sced survey, just completed by 
the Seed Branch, Ottawe, indicates 
prospective shortages for the season.of 
1919. Certain kinds and varieties 
are short for this spring's seeding, but 
taking into consideration surplus 
stocks of other kinds in dealers’ hands 
and all the anticipated deliveries of 
this season’s seed crop, the shortages 
will be much more pronounced next 
spring unles many farmers and gard- 
eners produce seed this year to meet 
their own and their neighbors’ re 
quirements. 

In districts where the seed can be 
frown sticcessfnlly atitable stocks of 
awede turnip, cabbage, parsulp,-gar- 
den beet, carrot, onion should be plant- 
oat this spring; and this season's 
crops of the hest garden heans, toma- 
to, lettuce, radish and sweet corn 
shoukl he allowed to ripen theirrseed.

Tha Great Lakes have contributed 
liberally of their vast tonnage to re- 
place the ravages of the German sub- 
marines. Through the entire autumn 
the coming of heavy [ce and the clos- 
ing of navication upon our’ inland 
seas was forecast by a steady pro- 
seasion’of thoir craft. down the River 
3t. Lawrence. Nor was that as casy 
as {t.reads, for the passageways from 
the four upper lakes — upon which 
the greatest traffic rides—to the blue 
waters of the salt seas Is barred by 
treat natural impediments, But long 
yearn ago the Canadians passed them 
by merns of canals. And the deter- 
mining factor in .navigation from 
Lake Erie to the sea bas been the 
chambers of the canal locks, about 
250 feet In length, 45 feet in width, 
and 14 feot in dopth. Long ago the 
lake craft that conformed to these dl- 
mensions were found by \searching 
eyes and taken out to the Atlantic, 
and other craft were bullt at the 
abundant and efficient steel and wood- 
en abipyards along the upper lakes.

however, meved one of the rails 9 
foot tuside its former position. At the 
samme time, they ruined the track for 
Kusslan use by sawing off the ties 
Just outside the shifted rails. The 
Russians came back, and on their next 
retreat exploded a cartridge at each 
rail joint, smashing the Joint apd bend- 
fog im the abutting rail euds so that te 
cars could not pass. This involved 
for the Germans the huge task of 
bringing up new steel and relaylag the 
entire track. The job was completed, |.

According to the figures for 1917, 
as compiled by J. T. Sterling, of the 
Mimes Branch of the Department of 
Public Works, the total output of 
Alberta mines for the year was 
4,863.414 tons, with 283 mincs in 
operation. One copper mine was 
oupened up on the main line of the 
C.P.R. west of Bani, and two shaie 
mines are in ojperation at Rode Clin, 
near Medicine Hat. The total output 
of Ngnite cozR for the year was 
2,637,829 ‘toias; . of bituminous, 
2,206,868 tonss anthracite, 118,718 
tons; and briquettes, 93,818 tons. 
There were als{, 31,630 tons of coke 
burned. The fotal output for .1916 
was: Ligoite, 7,172,801 tons; bitum- 
inous, 2,335,350 tons; antbracite,

Writes. His brether was killed at the 
Marne and he himself is home to re- 
cover from shrapnel weunds received’ 
whee he was fying a naval airplane 
some thousands of feet abore a town 
on the Belgian coast. 

“The outstanding fact, just sow,” 
he said, “ts that the German U-boats 
are doling pretty mearly as much as 
they were expected te de and that wo 
have no effective defense against them, 
The Germans are almost justified in 
believing that they are on the way to- 
ward starving England into submis. 
sion, If we don’t find a new and suc 
cessful way to combat the U-boats the 
situation in England will soon be very 
critical. Of course, I fancy a way will 
be found. But it'must be something 
entirely new in warfare. For my part, 
I.am convinced that success can be 
obtained only by the apparently des 
Derate undertaking of assavits.by sca 
Bpon the U-boat bases. I say ‘appar- 
ently desperate. By any known or 
tried method such assaults would be 
simply useless and suicidal. 

“The German harbors arc mined, 
netted from end to end and fortified 
with tremendous shore batteries of 
heavy and aircraft guns. How can the 
bases be attacked? Well, of course, 
that will be settled hy some one else 
than I, but I have heard a theoretical 
plan of attack proposed by one of our 
naval men which made a great impres- 
sion on me. He said we must build 
thousands of small aubmarines—some- 
thing like the ‘sea jitneys’ which man- 
ufacturers have talked about—and go 
inte the German harbors with swarms 
of them, at the risk of losing ninety- 
nine out of every hundred boats anc 
crews, Barrage fre anthbombleg have 
been the new and sui things in 
fand fighting. 5 

“This officer’s proposal Is for some- 
thing like an undersea duplication of 
this plan of attack. /Most of the little 
boats would be lost,/no doubt. bet most 
of them would succeed in.dolng ma- 
terial damage with one u> two torpe. 
does, Neta would be blown uway, mines 
exploded, guard ships sunk and such 
other disorganization of the harbor de 
fenses accomplished as to give the big 
ships a chance to completé the work. 
Yes, it’s true that a man would hardly 
need‘ to worry about his return trip 
if he went in on one of these little 
boats: It would be work for volun- 
teers, But the volunteers would be 
plentifal enough. That I ain sure of. 

“If such attacks promised to win 
the fight against the U-boats, men 
would be willing to go. It would be 
enough for them to ksow that they 
were striking the sea murilerers at 
their home, and that some of them 
might possibly get back.”

New Australian Rallroad Trareres 
Wilderness Lacking Water. 


The longest tangent in the world, 
330 miles without the slightest varla- 
sion trom a straight lice, aectirs on 
the rallway linking Weatern Austra- 
lia to the eastern states, which woe 
formally opened on November 12th. 
fn the 3,052 milés of line Leiween 
Port Augusta and Kalgoorlie there is 
hot a single tunnel and very few cuts, 
while at only o few places on the 
eastern section fs the rul'‘ng grade of 
one In elghty approached. . The 33u- 
talle straight occurs in the great lime- 
atone region of’ the Muilagor Plain 
which the line traverces,for-over five 
hundred miles. This {n° a desolate 
waste in which there arc no hills, s0 
valleys, no rivers, no trees, and 10 
water? When the Hne was begun tn 
1912 the country along four-Ofths of 
the route had not a single inliabitant 
except 2 few wanderiog aboriginals, 
and absolutely no permanent surface 
water. Indeed, water bas been the 
one great difficulty of the line. Ata 
few points reservoirs have proved 
auecessful, but for the most. part the 
only supply available hax been drawn 
from wells and bores. This water 
contains such a high proportion of 
solid: matter and acids that {{ is very 
unsultable for locomotive use, reu- 
dering special . devices. necéssary, 
while im places it is salt and con- 
densors have had to be erected. At 
one period during construction 
water for all purposes had to be car- 
tied--over three hundred miles by 
train on the western section. The 
line gives the frst communication by 
land, between the {wo halves of Aus- 
tralla and“opens'up a quarter of a 
million square miles now unoccupled. 
In spite'of. the scanty rainfall, averag- 
ing well. under tea inches a” year, 
much of this country Is well grassed 
and grows salt bush and other ed- 
ible plants which would-carry large 
numbers of sheep and cattle tf water 
can be provided. The cost of the line 
has been about $40,000,000.—Scien- 
tific American. ; 4

Samra 
200,000 Wedded In England During 
the War. 


In his address at the Royal Statis- 


tical Society, recently. Sir Bernard | 


Ballet, registrar of births, deaths and 
marriages {2 London, referred to the 
efféct of war upon marriages. He sald 
during the second, third and fourth 
“quarters of 1915 and the frst quarter 
of 1916 2 sudden and phenomenal 
rise ‘occurred, when war marriages 
swelled the totals until they reached 
record heights. 

‘Thereafter the boom in marriages 
continued, — but 
force, and by the third quarter of 
1916 the numbers bad fallen below 
the average. “‘Crudely stated," he 
declared, tthe war has résulled in 
260,000 people baling married bde- 
tween August, 1914, and Juné, 1317, 
who, in the ordinary course, would 
not have married.” The marriage 
rate for, 1915 was the highes! record- 
ed, 19.4, the previous maximum bde- 
lag in 1953, which was 47.9. 

As regarded belligerent ‘countries 
fn Hungary the effect of the. war bad 
been that over €80,000 people, wha 
in the ordinary course would bave 
married, had not done so. tn Prua- 
sia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hesse, Hamburg 
and Bremen, ‘six~ states contalning 
more than 20 per cent. of the Ocrman 
population, the tots! number of mar- 
riages in 1913 was 434,163. and ‘n 
1914, 392,053, a decreas: of 41,050, 
op nearly 10 per cent: In spite of + 
great outburst of war marriages dur- 
ing the first month of the war.

With the Dritish Armies in France, 
Apiil 24.—No branch of the army hos 
done more brilliant work since el 
ception of the German offensire M 
the Medical Corps. When the offen- 
sive opened the British had big. Ad- 
vance stations at such places a3 Noy- 
on, Cugny, Ham, Grevillera and Actiet- 
JeGrand. All these almost immediate- 
ly came under pressure bad jhe Ger- 
Irsns swarmed swiftly forward. Prac- 
tically the game scenes were enacte! 
at pll'of these places, as their evacua- 
tion was carried out during ‘the Gret 
and second days. 

With the beginning of the « drive, 
shells and bombs began to rain about 
the crowded stations, but.doctors and 
nurses stuck to the last possible mc- 
ment, although numbers of them were 
killed or wounded. At one place scv- 
eral orderlies were killed and the ligat- 
ing system of the operating room cori- 
pletely wrecked. In almost every 
case the Germans were pressing clos: 
to the vicinity when the station fin- 
ally ‘was abandoned. 

At Grevillers, for instance, where 
the Medical Corps hung on until the 
second day, the enemy was so clos*; pos 
that while patients and equipmest 







possible were carried back. Such light 
articles as could not be got into the 
lorries wero thrown helterakelter on 
trains moving westward and left.to 
thelr fate. ‘Their belongings are b« 
ginDing to turn up in all sorts’ of 
places, Paris having collected a large 
number of bundles, which came from 
many points along the line.

At Eton they were always together, 
and when they both had left school 
and college, and, the grand tour of 
France and Haly became inevitable 
for Walpole, he invited Gray to go 
with him. Walpole was to act as pay- 
master; but Gray was to be indepen- 
dent, and ko, after many Preparations, 
the two friends set out for Paris, ac- 
cording to Walpole, on the 10th of 
March, 1739.

Marie Jean Paul Roche Yvet Gitbert 
Motler was born September 6, 1757. 

You know this seven-named hero bet- 
ter by his jitle than by any of his sep- 
tet names; he waz the Marquis ¢e La- 
fayette. 

While the birthday of Lafayette has 
not. been generally celebrated In. the 
United States, no Oth of September has 
been permitted to pass without some 
recognition of Lafayette's servicer, _ 

At the nage of thirteen he Inherited 
an Immense fortune, aud he was onty 
sixteen when he married the grand- 
daughter of the Duke de Noalllex. De- 
apite his aristocratic education aod ¢n- 
tironment; he was froth childhood an 
ardent lover of liberty. 

“Republican anecdotes always de 
Ughted me," he wrote In his memotra, 
“and when my new connecilons wished 
to obtain for me a plince at court T did 
not hesitate dicpleasing them to pre- 
serce my, independence.” 

When he first heard of the Revola- 
tlon In Amerit® he “espoused warmly 
the enuse of 1hdcty" and offered his 
services to Silas Deane, the American 
rerolutionary agent In France, 

“When I presented to Mr. Denne my 
boyish face, for I war scarcely: nine- 
teen years of age, I spoke more of my 
ardor {n the cause than of my expert- 
ence,” wrote Lafayette, “but T dwelt 
upon the effect my departure would 
cause In France.” 

‘The credit of the Continehtal con- 
gress was so low that Deane could not 
procure a vessel, so Lafayette bought 
and secretly freighted the ship Victory 
to carry himself,and a dozen or so 
other officers across the Atlantic. 
Among Lafayctte’s companions was 
Baron Johanne Kalb, a native of Ba- 
varia, who had long been In the serv-

One of the most urgent necessities 
in behalf of the American“ export 
trade with Parnguay Is the establish- 
ment of a large parcel post system 
with this country, writes Consul IHenry 
G. Balch, Asuncion. _As there are very 
few large distributing houses In Par- 
agusy practically all the Important. 
mercantile establishments Import thelr 
Fools direct from the foreign mar- 
ketx, and as many of the orders are 
rmall or for goods that do not occupy® 
tmuch space the parce! post is exten- 
rively used by average Paraguay: 
an Importer. 

A good percentarce of the large trade 
that Germany, England, and France 
had with this country at the beginning 
of the war wes developed throuzh the 
parcel post .system that those conn- 
trien maintain with Paraguay. Mer- 
chants frequently «tate that 
would tura much of thelr trade to the 
United States which has hitherto gone 
to Enrope if there were na parcel post 
convenience. In fact, parcel post or-

THOMAS, April 27.—After an 
absence 1 fifteen year> from the fam- 
ily circle, during which he has travel- 
Jed all over the face of the globe, Na- 
thaniel Slipper of thie city has been 
informed that he and h*s family are 
heirs to an estate in England ralued 
at-more than thirty million pounds.

Mr. Slipper 
was astoifished when he first learned 
of the fact, but he has in his posses- 
sion some musty old legal documenta 
bearing the seal of the ancient Pages, 
the original owners of the estate. It 
was sold in’ the year 1814 to James 
Erederick Slipper from which the pre- 
sent Slipper family is descended. The 
Property covers an area of some sixty 
miles and is valued, according ta his 
legal advisers at more than £2,000 an 
acre. 

Every male member of the Slipper 
family, consisting of three sons, either 
has been or is now serving at the front 
and Mr. Stipper’s son, of this city, is, 
at present serving in the trenches.

govern bakers. and confectioners. 

The annual licensé fees ratige from 
a minimum of $2 when the value sold 
does: not exceed $5,000: per annum to 
$5 on anual sales up to $10,000; $10 
then the amount sold docs not exceed 
$50,000; $20. when the annual sales 
do not exceed $100,000, and $10 addi- 
tional for each additional $50,000 or 
fraction thereof of the annual’ value 
sold.

Long-Range Cannon 
Entirely Destroyed 


PARIS, April 20—A0 description of 
the destraction by French artillery of 
one of the long-range cannon with 
which the Germans have been bom- 
barding Paris is published to-day by

“After a short pause sad firing, war 
tesumed. This time ten naval guns 
supplied the obligato. French air ob- 
servers were on the look-out, however, 
and French guns opened fire in their 
turn, The avistors sigualled quickly 
that the result off the first salvo was 
most promising. Two heavy shells ex- 
ploded 250 yards north of the bij, gun, 
tearing up the railroad tracks leading 
to the conerete un platform, — The 
firing was continued, getting Closer, 
until finally two enormous shells went 
through the camouflage. Two formid. 
able explosions were heard, and the 
discomfitted Germans Hertha 
damaged beyond repair, with a rent 
fifty fect long in the barrel. The avi- 
ators reported that they could see 
plainly through the ermonflage two 
vaping craters in the platform, 

“French gunners then set about 
preparing to destroy the third Bertha, 
but thus far they have not succeeded, 
for shells arrived in Paris during the 
small hours of the night.’’

at harvest time. ‘The vines are set out’ 


in rows ten feet apart.” During the 
spring and summer they are carefully 
cultivated and sprayed with sulphate 
of copper to destroy insects. ‘The 
grapes begin to ripen about the first of 
August.. Laborers’ with large fiat 
baskets or trays gather the frult. It 
is not all cut out at one time, but the 
field Is gone over periodically and only 
the ripe clusters are cut from the rine 
with ‘scissors, - 

The raisins produced near Malaga 
are not treated with sulphur, lye, or 
oll, as {s the practice in other parté 
of Spain. In or near the grape field 
there is thrown up an earth terrace 
Inclined toward the setting sun. This 
is divided into sections about ten yards 
long and twelve yards wide, around 
which a low brick or stone wall is 
built, to protect the raisins and to sup- 
port the canvas’ stretched over them 
at night or during inclement weather. 
The object of this slanting surface is 
to keep the sun constantly shining 
upon it. The bottoms of the drying 
beds are covered with fihe gravel to 
retain the heat. 

Immediately after being gathered, 
the grapes are spread out on the beds 
for exposure to the burning sun. At 
nightfall the ralsins are covered with 
canvas to protect the frult from the 
heavy dew, and, as stated, the canvas 
is also spread over them In the event 
of rain. There Is rarely any rain fn 
thie section during May, June, July, 
August and September. During the 
process of drying the grapes that re- 
main green or become spolled are care 
fully removed, end the clusters are 
turned from time to time In order that 
they may color uniformly, The drying 
process takes about three weeks, so 
that the first raisins of the season are 
ready for packing about the end of 
August. Heaviest shipments go for- 
ward in September. 

Before packing the ralsins are sort- 
ed and graded. After small and Im- 
perfect ralsins have been cut off the 
clusters are Iaid In boxes lined with 
white paper and containing usually 22 
or 25 pounds of fruit. Good fruit which 
has become detached from clusters 
through shakiag and ralsins cut from 
small and Irregular clusters are sepa- 
rated from the rejected fruit and are 
also packed for shipment. The boxes 
of ralsins are then brought to Malaga 
by the growers for disposal to the ship- 
pers a lers. The prices realized 
vary considerably according to ae 

uality of the frult and the quantity 
ot the crop, also according to the con- 
dition of the Industry In the other 
countrics where raisins are produced 
and the general demand in the world 
markets. ye 

Costa Rica's Coffee Exports. 

Official statistics of Costa Rica’s 
coffee exporta for the past season 
show shipments totaling 27,044,550 
pounds gross—10,080,630 pounds tkes 
than durmg 1915-16, Of Benefictado 
or full milled coffee 24,749,135 pounds 
were exported, and 2,205,415 pounds 
of the Pergamino (parchment) grade, 
these quantities being respectively 
91.51 per cent and 8.49 per cent of the 
total. The United Statea took 53.16 
per cent of the shipments, the United 
Kingdom 40.14 per cent, and Panama 
the bulk of the remainder. Some cof- 
fee was sent to France, Italy, Spain 
and Chile. The province of San Jose 
supplied 46.34 per cent of the exports, 
Heredia 16.32 per cent, Cartago 13.22 
per cent, and Alajuela 12.08 per cent. 
The estimated value of the coffee ex- 
ported was 8,128,489 colones.. (At nor- 
mal exchange the colon Is worth 
$0.4653; exchange now fluctuating.)
